LONDON, June 29.—More than 4,500 Allied warplanes roared across west- 
ern Europe today, spearheaded by a 2,(00-plane American raiding fleet that blasted 
four aircraft factories, an oil refinery and other industrial targets deep in central 


Germany. 

While the American heavies hit 
at the Reich, some 2,500 other Brit- 
ish, Canadian and American war- 
planes attacked Nazi gun positions 
along the Norman battle lines, 
Robot bomb installations in the 
Pas de Calais area, and railway 
yards near Paris. 

Fighter-escorted R.A.F. bomb-

Bank Shares

Commans banking committee yes- 
terday approved an amendment 
to the Bank Bill providing that 
the capital stock of any bank 
shall be divided into shares of 
$10 par value rather than $100 
as at present. 

The change was recommended to 
allow wider distribution of bank 
shares. S. M. Webb, president of 
the Canadian Bankers’ .Association 
and general manager of the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce, said he 
approved the amendment. 

The amendment vas moved by 
H. R, Jackman (PC—Toronto Rose- 
dale) who said that with the market 
prices of bank shares running more 
than $100 there was little incentive 
for many who like to own such 
stock to purchase it.

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Defective Trucks 


A four-year-old Edmonton boy was 
killed by a truck Tuesday afternoon, The 
driver declared his brakes failed to work. 

Late Monday, another truck ran amok 
in the west end, sheered off a telephone 
pole, ripped out 30 feet of fence and smash- 
ed into a house. The inference is that some 
mechanical defect caused this accident. 

Now it is true that many trucks, 
pressed into service for war work, are ap- 
proaching the end of their natural lives.

It is true, too, that the shortage of 
labor and materials makes it difficult to 
keep them in the best repair. 

But surely the community will not tol- 
erate the use of defective trucks for any 
purpose once they begin to constitute a 
menace to human lives and property. 

A complete check-up on all such 
vehicles would seem to be imperative, with 
the idea of banning from the roads all 
those that have become a menace to public 
safety—including those which apparently 
have to be operated with cut-outs wide

Republicans Nominate 


The nomination of Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey-of New York and Governor John W. 
Bricker of Ohio as Republican candidates 
for the offices of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States is not surprising. 
The retirement of Mr. Willkie some time 
ago seemed to make Mr. Dewey’s selection 
almost certain and Mr. Bricker had been 
generally spoken of as a probable running 
mate, 

The nominating convention is reported 
to have been singularly lacking in enthusi- 
asm, for which war conditions are no doubt 
responsible. The maxim against changing 
horses while crossing a stream has not 
been forgotten, and it may be supposed that 
a good many.of the delegates were not 
keenly anxious that the present administra- 
tion should be upset at this critical stage in 
world affairs. 

These conditions also made it inevitable 
that the party policy should be non-commit- 
tal rather than definitely directive. What 
policy of what party in what country is 
not now in a state of flux? The national- 
istic conceptions of yesterday have disap- 
peared in the flames of a world war, out of 
which there wlil have to come a new inter- 
national code, economic and political. Party 
policies cannot be struck with clearness and 
understanding in such circumstances. 


$200,000,000 to the Good 


If they found it irksome, and in some 
cases inconvenient, to be compelled to loan 
part of their earnings to the Government 
during the past two years, income tax- 
payers can get some compensating satis- 
faction from knowing that they thus piled 
up $200,000,000 to their credit at the na- 
tional treasury, which money will come 
back to them after the close of the war to- 
gether with interest at 2 per cent. 

Perhaps all those who saved because 
they had to would have saved as much vol- 
untarily, but the probability is that a fairly 
large proportion would have spent as they 
went along. Perhaps all those who would 
have saved without compulsion would have 
invested the savings in bonds and certifi- 
cates, but again the probabilty is that 
many would have kept the money where 
they could get at it any time and there- 
fore been under continuous temptation to 
spexd it. 

To conwal a person to save is to infringe 
upon what is cogwnonly considered a per- 
sonal right to do as he may please with his 
own money, There are limitations to that 
right of course, but there is no doubt that 
the compulsory savings plan was regarded 
a8 Such an infringement and its abandon- 
ment is a concession to popular disap 
proval. 

Yet, however much the taxpayer dis- 
liked the compulsion or disliked parting 
with the cash, now that the paying is done 
he has no cause for regret in knowing that 
he has made a substantial gain and that 
his money is safely and profitably in- 
vested,

Finland’s Decision 


Ribbentrop evidently persuaded the 
Linkomies Government that Germany has 
a chance to fight the Allies to a stand-still. 
That seems to be the only supposition that 
can explain Finland's decision to stay in 
the war. If the Government assumed de- 
feat to be certain, ordinary sense and re- 
gard for Finnish lives would suggest the 
advisability of making peace with Russia 
before the worse comes to the worst, 

The Stockholm suggestion that Ribben- 
trop brought the unwilling Finns to time 
by threatening that German troops would 
“occupy the country” sounds far-fetched, 
because the Russians have already occu- 
pied the vital area, 

A curious note in the despatches is that 
this decision is based on a promise that 
German help will be forthcoming for Fin- 
land, military and economic. This implies 
that the Nazis have been standing out 
while the Finns fought the Red army lone- 
handed, Which seems to be the fact, how- 
ever incomprehensible, because German 
forces have not been mentioned as taking 
any hand in the fighting hitherto. But the 
same despatch which announced Helsinki’s 
decision stated that German troops had

appeared from somewhere and marched 
into the ctiy. 

The surmise may not be far astry that 
Hitler held aloof until he found out 
whether the Finns really wanted to fight 
the Russians or whether they were only 
doing some shadow-boxing and intended 
to quit when enough Red forces got into 
the country to protect them against Nazi 
vengeance. Ribbentrop appears to have 
functioned as the official fixer and bridged 
the aloofness bétween the Reich and the 
satellite, by whatever means. 

Whether this decision to keep up the 
war on the Finnish front will hamper the 
Russian drive toward Warsaw is the prac- 
tical question. That is Berlin’s hope, ob- 
viously. The broad significance for all the 
Allies is Finland’s apparent belief that the 
Nazi power is strong enough to wear out 
its assailants, establish a stalemate, and 
emerge with a negotiated peace.

A War Correspondent’s Job 


By Alan Moorehead in London 
Calling 

I always wanted to become a war 
correspondent, but now, frankly, I 
sometimes feel I have had enough, 

It's eight years ago since 1 left 
Australia and since then it’s been 
pretty well one ‘war after another. 
I have not even been able to get 
home for a trip. Even on the voyage 
to England in the summer of 1936 
we ran into war a8 soon as we got 
into the Red Sea—Italian troop- 
ships were passing through the 
Suez Canal on their way to Abys- 
sinia, and in Naples everyone 
seemed to be in uniform. Droves of 
excited young Fascists were parad- 
ing the streets. There were banners 


j} and brass bands everywhere, and 


the papers were full of hate against 
the British because we were im- 
posing sanctions against Italy. 

* * * 

It was the same thing when. I 
went up to Berlin to see the 
Olympic Games that same year— 
the Nazis had turned the whole city 
into a parade ground and the 
people cheered hysterically every 
time Hitler drove down the Unter 
den Linden. War was in the air. 
Without the slightest conception of 
what war really meant and be- 
wildered by their own excitement 
the people seemed determined to 
fight. Ever sinc then my job has 


been to watch the senseless and’ 


fascinating spectacle of the collapse 
of Europe and the, countries round 
the Mediterranean.

In some ways the Spanish War 
was the most bitter, The Span- 
iards reached a fever of hatred 
where they would have fought 
with their bare hands if they had 
had no weapons, The day I arrived 
in Gibraltar a strange vessel ap- 
peared off the Rock and signalled 
for permission to come in and.bury 
her dead. It was the German 
pocket battleship Deutschland. She 
had been hii amidships by a 
Spanish bomber, and as she steamed 
slowly up to the docks we could 
see lying on the afterdeck some 20 
or more coffins draped with the 
swastika. This was in the half 
light of the evening and it was a 
solemn and ominous little scene as 
the sailors struggled to get down 
the gangplank. 

No one spoke. The sailors fumbled 
at the ropes and in their nervous- 
ness they dropped the first coffin on 
the deck, Then suddenly a curious 
thing happened. Theshundreds of 
young Nazis standing on the deck 
broke their ranks and scrambled 
over the side. In scores and dozens 
they dropped on to the wharf and 
there was a kind of panic—a sort of 
mass fear among them. That bomb, 
falling so unexpectedly and fatally 
among them, had temporarily brok- 
en their nerve. All they wanted was 
to get on to dry land again and get 
away from the sight of the wounded 
and the dead, Most of them were 
fair-haired boys of 18 or so and this 


was their first experience of war—| 
; real war—not the war of parades 


and bands.

‘The panic lasted only half an 
hour or so. The officers snapped 
orders to the sailors, and you could 
see how they pulled themselves 
together and a hard set look came 
into their faces, Next day Deutsch- 
land's sister ship, Graf Spee, steam- 
ed up to the Spanish coast and for 
half an hour shelled the fishing vil- 
lage of Almeria—one of the most 
calculating and cruel acts of mod- 
ern times. I went up to Almeria 


and saw the damage.

Why Not Interest Free Money? 


Federal Government Has) 
Full Power to Issue) 


Currency 
From The Fundy Fisherman, 
Saint John, N.B. 

Some question has arisen as to| 
whether money can be made inter- 
est free to a Government or not. 
This has been made plain in these 
columns several times. Under the! 
Confederation Pact the Federal 
Government is given the power by 
the provinces to coin and issue 
money and fix the Value thereof. 

This clause in the British North 
America Act places the Dominion 


Government in the position of is- 
suing money free of cosi, except a 
service charge which would be less 
than one-half of one per cent and 
the Federal Government has, over 


about half a million miles in this 
war and still have seen none of the 
fighting in the Pacific. 


People keep asking me, “How 
much of what you see can you 


Well—a good 
deal, Roughly our routine és this.

These bonds are deposited in the 
Bank of Canada and the govern- 
ment is free to draw cheques on the 
Government Bank to the extert of a 
hundred million dollars. Now it may 
be true that the bonds as deposited 
may, but not necessarily. be inter- 
est-bearing bonds at on, two or 
three per cent, but that is imma- 
terial for the people of Canada own 
the Bank of Canada and if the cou- 
pons on these bonds are clivped off 
their proceeds go right into the 
earnings of the Bank of Canada and 
these earniags, after deduciing run- 
ning expenses, go right back into 
the Dominion Treasury. 

To the direct benefit of the tax- 
payer. So it is exactly like. taking 
money out of one pocket and put- 
ting it into another. 

The actual cost to the government 
being a portion of the clerical cost, 
etc., of operating the Bank of Can- 
ada which should be less than one- 
half of one per cent. Interest does 
not come into the picture, and as 
the Bank of Canada was established 
for government banking there does 
not seem to be any logical reasan 
why it should not be used fully for 
that purpose, especially when it 
means a saving to the taxpayer.

It has been stated that if the gov- 


jernment pays out money from the 


Bank of Canada the government 


den the ordinary taxpayer with any 
part of the responsibility of car- 
ing for money in the hands of the 
public is beyond one’s comprehen- 
sion. The government continually 
issues interest-bearing bonds and it 
does not concern itself about the 
care of these bonds after they are 
once sold. 

If a person finds that he has more 
bonds than he can take care of him- 
self, he goes and hires a safety de- 
posit box and places the bonds in 
the box, In other words, he person- 
ally pays a service charge to the 
safety deposit box people for tak- 
ing care of his bonds. The govern- 
ment assumes no responsibility for 
their care.

Now if a person or corporation 
sfinds themselves with more money 
|than they can take care of them- 
selves they would seem to be in a 
lucky position and they are quite 
| free to make any arrangements they 
{please through the banks or other- 
wise for the care of their surplus 
funds, either by way of a savings 
account or a current account and if 
the latter involves a service charge, 
there is no sensible reason whatso- 
ever why such a service charge 
should not be the responsibility of 
| the owner of the funds, in the same 
way as the responsibility falls on 
the owner of bonds 

| There is ample precedent for such 
a charge. Why anyone should im- 
|agine that the Government or ord- 
inary taxpayer should be concerned 
is unreasonable and far-fetched in- 
deed,

OTTAWA, June 29 —(CP)— C

Mr. McTague met some 20 parlia- 
mentary press gallery reporters at 
his first press conference since re- 
signing from the Ontarlo appeal} 
court and assuming his new office. 
He was known to most of them as | 
the former chairman of the national | 
war labor board. 


ANSWERS QUESTIONS 

He dealt, in reply to questions, 
with the manpower situation and 
family allowances. He said his ad- 
dress at Guelph was not a departure | 
from the policies laid down by John 
Bracken, national leader of the 
party, and it had been based not on 
his individual viewpoint but after 
careful consultation with members 
of the party. 

In the speech at Guelph, June 

19 in accepting nomination as 
Progressive Conservative candi- 
date for Wellington South Mr. 
McTague said Canada’s national 
honor demanded passage of an 
order-in-council making men call- 
ed up for service in Canada avail- 
able for overseas duty as rein- 
forcements. 

Statements made in connection 
with casualties were “of a kind'and 
character very open to suspicion” 
and left doubt as to what im- 
mediate manpower requirements 
were. In support of this statement 
he referred last night to the an- 
nouncement of American casualties 
while Canadian losses in France 
were withheld on security grounds. 


DOUBTS SECURITY CLAIM | 

“I find it very difficult that | 
security had anything to do with | 
it,” he said. | 

While the government alone was 
in a position to know whether all 
of the available 75,000 defence | 
forces should be sent overseas or 
only 15,000 there was evidence of 
serious manpower needs in the ef- 
forts of the army to speed recruit- 
ing and in Labor Minister Mit- 
chell'’s statements regarding short- 
ages in industry and on the farm. 

In the face of these conditions 
the time had arrived when use 
should be made of the manpower 
pool in the home army. 

Of family allowances, Mr. Mc- 
Tague said they had been ad- 
vanced in the majority report of 
the National War Labor Board en- 
quiry during his ‘erm of member- 
ship early last year as an alterna- 
tive to removing wage control re- 
strictions on wages up to 50 cents 
an hour. 


HELD INFLATIONARY 

The majority report, which he 
signed with Leon Lalande, a board 
member, had made it clear that re- 
moval of the wage ceiling on these 
groups was considered preferable 
to allowances, which sfiould only 
be introduced if the first course 
was considered too inflationary.

Farmers’ Union

farmer-victims of the Pembina 
valley floods was authorized Tues- 
day by executive of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union, it was announced 
by union headquarters Thursday.
